Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: It was agreed that typographical errors in claim 1 with respect to 
antecedent basis would be corrected. We discussed the application of Kellegan (D 486377) and Mr. Lerch argued that 
the carabiner doesn't extend behind the face and that a different figure should be considered when applying the 
reference than figure 4 used in the rejection and that use of the different figure would indicate the subject matter is 
allowable. I disagree and believe figure 4 shows the front and that the carabiner is hidden. While there was 
disagreement on that issue, we went on to discuss other features such as the location of the door below the head 
portion so that the leg of the carabiner extends behind the head portion and the door is below the head portion. This 
would be different from Ayon et al. (US 4815999), but no agreement on allowable subject matter was reached at this 
time. 
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
